It chitll be unlawful for anv pers< 11 
or uera»L'» to eiect or maintain any baibed wire 
fence or fencii.g of any Jiind or for any purpose 
whatever within the limits of the town of Keno.

Any barbed wiro fence or fencinu of 


any iind now existing or which may be hereafter 
erected within the corporate limits of the town of 
Be.to shall be deemed a nuisance. 


BKO 3. Awy person or persons who shall here- 
after erect or maintain any barbed wire fence or 
fencing of any kind or for any purpose or shall use 
barbed wlro in connection with any other material 
whatever for fencing pnrpf sen within the corpor- 
ate Uiniis of th« town of Keno shall be deemed 
guilty of a mtsdemeauor, and upon conviction 
thereof before any Court of competent jurisdiction 
shall bo fined in any sum not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars or be imprisoned in the City and Count} Jail 
not exceeding twenty-five days, or may be pun- 
ished by both such, one aid imprisonment. And 
it ihall be "he du'y of the Judge or Justice before 
whom the case irny b« tried, in case of conviction, 
to enter an order directing the Ohlef of J-olice or 
other peace officer of said town to forthwith re- 
move such nuisance.

SAN FBANOISOO, June 30.—The California 


Athletic Club to-night gave the first fiatio 
exhibition since the reorganization of the 
club a month ago. 
Joe Goddard the "Bar- 


rier Champion" of Brisbane, Australia, 
and Joe MoAuliffe, the "Mission Bey" of 
San Francisco, appeared before the club as 
principals in a glove contest which has 
been looked forward to with more general 
interest than any similar event which baa 
taken place on the Coast for tbe past two 
years. Poolsellers estimate that $50,000 
was wagered on the fight ia this city with 
odda of 20 to 17 and 10 to 8% in favor of 
MoAnliffe. Tbe Wigwam, where the con- 
test took place, was crowded to an extent 
never before seen on a similar occasion and 
folly 8,000 persons witnessed tbe contest. 
A number of preliminary boats preceded tbe 
principal event. Tbe men fought at catch 
weights and Goddard's weight was given 
at 190 and MoAolifiVa at 219. The pnrse 
was for $5,000, of which the loser takes 
$750. Goddard entered the ring at 9 p. if. 
and was vigorously cheered.
